Most  Gracious  Sovereign: 

WHEREAS  it  appears  by  Messages  from  His  Honour  the  PreanLbie. 
Honourable  Donald  Alexander  Macdonald,  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  Ontario,  and  the  Estimates  accompanying  the 
same,  that  the  sums  hereinafter  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  to 
this  Act  are  required  to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  Civil 
Government  of  tliis  Province,  and  of  the  public  service  thereof,
